News  of  the  capture  of  the  Red  Cross  men  and  of  seven  Ameri- 
€90  railway  eni^tieers  was  received  in  consular  advices  reaching  here 
today*  These  did  not  give  the  date  of  the  capture,  nor  did  they  make 
It  clear  whether  the  Americans  had  been  captured  by  supporters  of 
a  local  uprising  againrt  Admiral  Koltchak  or  by  Bolsheviki  advancing 
from  Omsk. 

The  advtees  made  no  mention  of  any  women  Red  Ctoss  workers. 
However.  American  Consul  Ray  Hansen  and  twenty  other  Red  Cross 
workers  and  members  of  the  railway  staff  are  declared  to  have  es- 
caped and  to  have  reached-  Irkutsk.  The  railway  men,  who  included 
Colonel  Blunts  were  members'  of  the  Stevens  commission,  sent  from 
Africa  to  anist  In  rehabilitating  the  tran^Siberian  Railway. 

Prior  to  tqtftty's  advices,  no  word  had' beln -received  of  Merlcans 
near  iCHnckinskaya,  which  is  a  station  on  th«r  tra^SibjMrtim  line,  near 
.Taishet,  for  nearly  a  month.

GOVQtNING  BiY 
or  lABOR  MEETS 


International  Organization  Has 
Its  First  Gathering  Without 
Representatives  of  Canada 
and  UnltjBd  States. 


PARIS.  Jan.  26. — Absence  of  Ameri- 
can delegates  f^om  the  first  meeting 
of  't^a  povarnlng  body  of  tha  later- 
national  labor  organization  today 
caused  comment  and  discussion  among 
delegates,  as  well  as  spoculatlon  as  to 
the  date  when  the  United  Htates  would 
ba  rapresented.  Albert  Thomas,  for- 
mer member  oCtha  French  War  Coun- 
cil, exptatnlng  tb'a  altaatloa  to  the 
Associated  Press,  said: 

"It  is  evident  that  America,  because 
of  her  failure  to  ratify  the  treaty,  can- 
not be  represented.  We  feel  so  cer- 
tain, however,  that  America  eventually 
will  be  represented  that  some  of  the 
states  actually  have  delegates  In  the 
council  of  admintotratlon  only  tem- 
porarily, plpeea  batnp  reearvad  for  the 
Amarloaa  delefates  whan  the  treaty  to 
ratified." 

Concerning  tho  standing  of  the  Ger- 
-man  delegates,  Mr.  Thoipas  said: 

"their  standing  like  that  of 
Other  nation^.  '  BaV^njg  ratlltod  the 
treaty,  they  bava  equal  righta."

WA8HINQTON.  Jan.  26.— The  al- 
most complete  withdrawal  of  the 
United  States  from  world  negotiations 
now  going  on  in  Paris,  was  said  in 
diplomatic  circles  today  to  be  evi- 
denced by  the  American  Ambaaaa- 
dor's  attendance  at  today's  meeting  of 
the  CoonaU  of  Ambasiadors  at  Parto 
purely  as  a  witness,  and  by  thto  na- 
tion's total  abaence  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  governing  body  of  the  in- 
ternational I^bor  officers. 

Officials  at  the  State  Department  ex- 
plained that  Ambassador  Wallace  was 
sitting  In  the  Ambassadors'  meeting  as 
a  matter  of  courtesy  and  of  record* 
and  that  the  United  States  could  not 
occupy  her  irfaoa  In  tha  Labor  body 
aaui  ratlflM^tloB.

BERLIN,  Jan.  2«.— The  Wllhelm- 
strasse  tonight  is  barricaded  and  un- 
der guard  of  numerous  troops.  A  pa- 
trol of  eighteen  armed  automobiles 
and  a  half  dozen  huge  motor  trucks 
loaded  with  armed  troops  arrived 
early  in  the  evening  and  immediately 
took  up  their  positions  in  front  of 
the  government  building  and  shut  oft 
all  traffic  frtim  the  thoroughfare.

In 
addiUon  to  the  assault  upon  Ifathtos 
Krsberger  today,  by  rumors  that  the 
monarchists  would  attempt  an  insur- 
rection-on  the  tfVe  of  tlte  former  Em- 
peror's birthday  (tomorrow)  and  that 
the  attack  was  to  be  primarily  direct- 
ed against  Indapaiidont  dtoelaUste  aad 

iladicals. 

While  the  Government  branded  the 
rumors  as  unfounded,  and  even  i;ldl- 
culed  them,  the  attfmpt  on  Brabarg- 
er's  life  prompted  Noske  to  publtoh 
tha  truth.  Todays  attack  was  not 
the  flirat  attempt  made  to  kill  Brx- 
berger.  Last  June  at  Weimar  he 
barely  escaped  capture  by  troops  who 
had  planned  to  lynch  him.

Hirschfeld  comes  from  the  suburb  of 
Bteglltz,  where  his  parents  live.

Declares  Readiness  to  Hand 
Over  Shantung  Peninsula 
and  Kiau  Chau  When  China 
Is  Prepared  td  Receive  Them 


TOiaO,  Japan,  Jaa.  Tha  For- 
eign onioa  la  a  statement  laniaA  ftp- 
day,  says:  •  . 

"Japan  acquired  the  Cfaman  rights 
and  interests  in  Shantung  by  virtue  of 
the  terms  of  peace,  but  in  pursuance 
of  its  own  repeated  declarations  and 
agreements,  Japan  has  instructed  its 
minister  at  Peking  to  make  overturae 
to  the  ChlaaM'  Oovarnmaat  as  fol- 
lows: 

iD  mie  Japaaaaa^  tlovannaant 
desires  to  opea  negotlatloaa  regarding 
the  retrooesalon  of  Ktou  Chau  Bay 
aad  other  meaauras  with  the.  vtow  of 
effecting  a  sincere  and  speedy  settle- 
ment, and  hopes  that  the  Chinese 
Government  will  make  the  necessary 
preparations. 

"{2)  With  regard  to  troops  along 
the  Shantung  Hallway,  .lapan  Intends 
to  withdraw  them  as  soon  us  poiAilble, 
even  Ijefore  reaching  ;ui  agreement 
with  China,  unless  the  Hl)Hence  of

— The  Roumanian  Press  Bureau  at  Rerne 
says  that  al|  the  Allied  consuls  at  Odessa  have  left  for  Trebizond, 
Asia  Minor,  except  the  United  States  and  Argentine  representatives, 
who  are  remaining  to  protect  the  foreign  popunTtionT 

The  dispatch  adds  that  20,000  members  of  the  "Red"  army,  whio 
ar«  well  equipped,  having  airptaiies.  itiachine  guns  ^nd  tatiKS.  tht 
latter  having  bipcn  captured  from  the  British,  are  now  stationed 
within  artillery  range  of  Odessa,  the  capitulation  of  which  is  ex- 
pected daily.  According  to  the  advices,  the  Allied  representatives 
before  leaving  Odessa,  sank  in  the  harbor  large  quantities  of  food* 
stuffs  and  other  materials.    It  is  asserted  that  panic  reigns  in  Odessa. 

— "We  have  occupied  Elizabethgrad  and  con- 
tinue in  a  westerly  direction,"  says  a  communication  from  Bolshevik!

relief  train  was  seht  out  from  here 
with  doctors  and  nurse*  aboard,  and 
the  injured  were  brought  here  for 
further  treatment  after  being  given 
first  aid.

"We  were 
all  in  the  diner,,  whieh'waa  th«  fourth 
car  from  the  end  of  the  train,  dean- 
inr  the  ailver'  vrturn  .there  eatne  a 
blir  shoelc.  I  roehed'  through  the 
train  to  the  back  and  was  In  a  tour- 
ist car  when  there  came  a  second 
shock  worse  than  the  flrjt.

Split  Over  Aid.  Todd's  Resolu- 
tion for  Willows  Develop- 
meot  Shows  Line  of  Cleav- 
age^ual  Control  Opposed. 


The  flrat  genuine  eontroveray  of  the 
year  aad  Vb4  flrat  opportunity  of  form- 
ing aome  idaa  aa  to  how  the  opi^oalng 
foreea  la  tile  new  City  Council  are 
llkeiy  to  Hue  up  aroee  laat  night  when 
Aid.  Albert  E.  Todd's  resolution  for 
the  rehablUtatloa  of  WlUowa  Park  waa 
dealt  with. 

Aid.  Todd  proposed  that  Oak  Bay 
Council  be  asked  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Inter-munlcipal  beaches  and 
parka  eogsaatttee;  that  the  eommlttee. 
BO  enlarged,  eadeavor  to  develop  the 
Wlllowa  area  ao  aa  to  make  It  avail- 
able for  a  general  athletic  centre,  as 
well  as  an  agricultural  exhibition  site, 
and  that  the  Council  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  interested  in  the 
establishment  of  municipal  golf  links. 

The  resolution  waa  turned  down, 
Thoae  who  voted  with  Aldennan 
,TOdd  were  Aldermen  Androe,  Johns 
and  Dewar.  Those  who'voted  in  oppo- 
altion  were  the  Mayor.  Aldermen 
Sangster,  Cameron,  Patrick  and  Sar- 
gent. Aid.  Fullerton  did  not  vote,  say- 
ing the  legal atatua  Of  the  queatlon  was 
in  doubt. 

Moat  of  the  friction  developed  when 
the  enterpriiv  and  initiative  of  the  B.C. 
Agricultural  Asaoclatlon.  of  which  Aid. 
BanKstrr  is  a  director,  wan  t(uestioned 
by  those  back  of  the  Todd  resolution. 

Aid.  Sangster  poinled  out  that  the 
B.C.  Aarlcultural  AsBociatioii  was  still 
in  control  of  the  Willows,  althougrh 

during  tbe  past  five  years.  He  was 
opposed  to  any  plan  that  would  bring 
in  a  second  party  in  control,  and  he 
believed  there  waa  bound  to  be  friction 
with  such  an  arrangement  In  effect. 
He  believed  that  the  association  was 
Just  as  competent  as  any  Inter-munlci- 
pal committee  that  ootlid  be 
assembled. 

Aid.  sarirlipt  also  ohjeoted  to  dvai 
control. 

Natarai  flports  Oesitie 

That  the  Willows  was  the  natural 
centre  for  sports  of  all  kinds  and  that 
it  should  be  developed  with  that  end 
in  view,  was  the  contention  of  Aid. 
Andros,  who  shot  several  shafts  of 
contempt  in  the  direction  of  the  Agri- 
eallural  Aeaoolation. 

"If  thla  aaaoclation  won't  ahow  aigns 
qf  Ufa,  aome  other  orgaalaatlen  ought 
to  have  a  chanoe,"  he  aaierted. 

"That  remark  Is  notKlhg  Shbrt  of 
contemptible,"  declared  Aid.  Sangster. 
"To  say  the  least.  It  Is  apart  from  the 
question  and  untrue." 

Mayor  Porter  said  he  was  alao 
against  having  two  organisations  in 
control,  and  Aid.  Dlnsdale  vea  opposed 
to  the  belisf  evidently  shared  by  son|e 
Vioterlana  that  every  intareat  ahould 
be  aubordinatad  to  aport. 

Aid.  Todd  aaid  that  BaaaMi  had  acted 
in  an  impartial  way  regarding  the  taxa- 
tion of  city  parks  within  the  limits  of 
Saanich,  and  that  the  aame  treatment 
could  be  expected  from  Oak  Bay.

(6)  Voted  agalnat  tag  days 
for  the  Boy  Scouts'  Association,  the 
Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  the  Navy 
IjCfague  and  the  Lady  Douglati  Chup- 
ter.

An  article  which  ap- 
peared in  The  Colonist  on  Sunday, 
January  18,  entitled  "Fir  Sugar."  and 
which  was  reprinted  from  The  Mon> 
treal  Herald,  provoked  a  epiaelderable 
amottht  of  comment,  ih»  eoneral  feel- 
Inv  seemtnv  to  be  that  the  Impreislon 
gained  by  any  reader  would  be  rather 
erroneous.  In  this  article  in  The 
Montreal  Herald  it  wiui  noted  that  "a 
choice  variety  of  manna.  8we«»t  enoiiKh 
to  have  been  uhimI  jih  .MUgar  by  the 
Indian  aburlKint*H  for  ccnturlfK,  growH 
on  a  llr  tree  in  ItritiHh  (.'olumbia.  Tlio 
product  contains  more  Hweetneps  than 
the  raw.  material  from  any  other  tree 
Or  plant,  it  is  ('lalmi'<l.  and  l.s  really  a 
white  sugar  of  good  quality.  I'ro- 
fessor  John  Davidson,  US.,  l-Mi.S.B.. 
botanlot  of  the  University  of  British 
Ootumbla,'  has  Investigated  the '  eub* 
Ject." 

^All  the  'evidence  of  members  who 
had  made  observations  in  connection 
with  this  "Kir  Susrnr"  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  thin  '  prriduct"  was  nuthint; 
more  or  less  than  an  exudation  of 
aphis,  the  amount  at  any  time  heinR 
so  small  as  to  make  it  al>solutely 
valueless  from  the  romraercial  stand- 
point. Air.  Kelly,  one  of  the  mem- 
bers, recalled  that  his  motor  car  had 
been  simonised  once  or  twice  simply 
because  whenever  the  maOhtao  was 
left  standlnv  under  the  trees  It  be- 
came spotted.  It  was  only  after  in- 
quiring at  the  garaffe  lis  to  the  canse 
of  this  that  he  dieoovered  that  the 
experience  was  not  new  to  motorists, 
and  that  the  sp4ltlns  was  due  to  this 
"honey"  of  the  aphis.  Mr.  W.  Downes 
pointed  out  that  lartt  year  oaks  and 
iirs  were  very  badly  affected  by  the 
aphis,  which  produced  a  kind  of 
"honey  dew."  At  no  time,  however, 
could  this  be  secured  in  any  quantity. 
Another  member  spoke  about  a  real 
tree  sap  which  the  Indians  procured 
by  burning  the  larch,  the  sweet  tum 
from  the  Wound  being  need. 

The  dlimtsetbn  tumotf  on  the  height 
and  stae  of  trees,  and  evidence  brought 
in  from  reliable  luifhOiHtleo  left  the 
hdtamre  divided  between  the  sequoia  of 
CalUomla  and  the  euealyptus  of  New 
South  Wales  and  Atistralia.

«'ity  Council  by  the  Board  of  Com- 
merce. Only  tlve  other  cities  In  Can- 
ada. Montreal.  Kt.  .lohn.  .Niagara  Kails, 
Saskatoon  an*l  .Moouc  .law  report 
higher  cost. 

The  average  cost,  for  the  Dominion, 
of  producing  one  pound  of 
bread  Is  7.174,  or  only  sboot  one-tenth 
of  a  cent  less  than  the  cost  In  Vic- 
toria. Kingston  and  .ncllevllle,  Ont., 
report  the  lowest  per  pound  coat, 
which  is  6. 11 2  centsi. 

The  November  statement  rocs  on 
lo  point  out  that  the  Canadian  Wheat 
Board's  new  price  list  for  nour.  effec- 
tlre  as  from  December  29,  showed  an 
advance  «t  §1.41  per  barrel  of  19* 
pounds. 

"This  increased  cost  of  flour."  said 
the  statement,  "will  necessitate  an  in- 
crease in  cost  of  bread  of  about  rivo 
cent  and  a  quarter  per  pound  and  a 
half  loaf,  so  that  where  bakers  were 
selling  at  eleven  cents  per  loaf  they 
would  be  Justifled  In  advancing  the 
price  to,  say.  twelve  and  a  half  cenis 
per  loaf.  While  this  increase  is  to 
be  regrettod  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  oonaumer,  the  pubUe  must

Hanolngton  --mlnljiiiHil JaiikfTir  that 
beji«,a  vraHoaU  'miiVSSL.^ 
waa^irea  to  apeak-  a»^tho  •aakjeat-  ^ 

.flfantad- that  tha  uirsa  attendant, 
tbiat  la  the  woman  ynth  some  nurslnff 
knowledge  who  will  also  relieve  the 
siclc  mother  of  her  heavy  household 
duties,  is  a  necessity  In  rural  Canada. 
"Can  we  get  women  to  train  for  this 
worlc?"  aalied  Mrs.  Hannington. 

The  anawer  she  htid  received 
throughout  Canada  was  "No."  The 
graduate  nurses  had  said  that  they 
would  not  countenaaca  the'  bringing 
of  the  XIncllab  aottatp  «iu«a  to  Can 
adk)  Vni  would  tiatii  tkali^  owit  wo 
mab. 

'^f  this  olase  of  -women  'cannot  >J>e 
found  must  our  women  go  without  be 
causa  the  graduate  nurses  so  decide?' 

In  this  way  Mrs.  Hannliif^tnn  plead- 
ed the  eause  of  the  pioneer  women  in 
isolated  districts  where  graduate 
nurses  could  not  be  obtained. 
— Mrs.  HsnninBton  staXed  that  she 
foresaw  a  wider  interest  in  Victorian 
Order  work  by  the  National  Council  of 
Wonten,  from  which  had  sprung  the 
v.o.  nurslngr  system.

Giving  a  resume  of  the  order's  pro

Dean  Clement  sUted  ihat  In  On- 
tario overhead  irrigation  produced  a 
soft  berry  and  caused  mildew.  Here 
are  two  facts  seemingly  condemnatory 
to  overhead  irrigation,  but  note  th.at 
the  plants  were  not  magoons,  nor  were 
they  grown  in  Gordon  Head,  or  even 
British  Columbia.

While  there  have  boen  many  cases 
of  influenza  thla  Fall,  most  of  them 
hnve  been  comparatively  light,  and 
the  misgltlngs  of  tbo  doctors  have 
bsea  considerably  allayed. 

Infliiensa  is  a  vary  ancient  disease, 
Dr.  Francis  Heckel  writes  in  L' Illus- 
tration (Paris),  that  it  was  formerly 
classed  as  one  of  the  "pests"  or 
plagues  under  which  name  all  grave 
epidemics  were  known  by,  our  remote 
ancestors,  who  did  not  jret  differentiate 
between  typhua,  dlpbtherla.  pnaamo- 
nla  aad  baboata  plagae,  oarsibro-silnal 
meningitis,  "gripped  and  other  dls- 
easse.  Baeh  of  tbsaa.  baa  its  distlae- 
tive  symptoms,  but  all  a(  them  posaess 
characteristics  in  common,  and  even 
toiay  physicians  often  find  it  difficult 
to  make  a  certain  diagno^  until  the 
m$3$/ftf  Is  well  developed. 

History  of  Plagae  ' 

The  history  of  Influensa  epidemic 
is  well  established  since  the  fifth  cen- 
tury of  the  Christian  era.  L^or  fifteen 
hundred  years  it  l\as  returned  regu- 
larly from  five  to  ten  times  a  century-, 
except  in  the  eighteenth,  when  It 
showed  itself  in  the  years  1709-10, 
1729-30,  1732-33,  1737-S8.  1742-43, 
1767-51,  17«1-«S,  17M,  1776-70,  17M- 
82.  178l-8t,  17ff-18Sd. 

The  nineteenth  century  was  excep- 
tionally free,  having  had  only  light 
epidemics  of  influenza.  The  last  of 
these,  however,  that  of  if 89,  returned 
every  Winter  until  lit i,  tfUM  persist- 
ing for  about  six  years. 

The  name  "Influensa"  datas  from 
1743,  when  it  was  given' to  the  epi- 
demic in  Italy;  at  the  same  time  the 
name  "grippe"  was  given  to  It  in 
France.  The  term  "fades  grippe"  had 
been  uaed  before  to  dsscrl^  fbe  tbin, 
dlawn  face,  with  sank«p..«rsa  and 
waxy  skin,  bearing  every;  riftt  of  de- 
pression an^exbaastloa.  /.this  fbaa  Is . 
sesn  whenever  the  sympa^Mta  'aer*' 
voui  system  and  the  suprarenal  glands 
are  deeply  touched  by  ad  Inf notion. 
From  this  term  tha  ward  •^'griaaa'*  waa 
derived.

When  recalled  ho 
stayed  at  the  Castle,  and  bin  succeH- 
sor.  Lord  Harcourt.  found  him  there 
in  the  early  morning  drinking  and 
playing  cards,  with  a  carpenter  las  one 
of  the  company.
